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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Species I- Figures 1-2b in the reply filed 
on 2/18/06 is acknowledged. 

2. The Examiner notes that Applicant has indicated that claim 9 reads on the 
elected embodiment. The Examiner respectfully disagrees. The species shown and 
disclosed in Figures 1-2b does not include variable adjustment for the amount of weight 
hacking for a given change in steering angle. Claims 5-11, 13-15, 18 and 19 are 
withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as being drawn to a 
nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 

Specification 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: On page 1, 
lines 6, 10, and 14, "limit adhesion" should be "limits of adhesion". 

Appropriate correction is required. 

The disclosure is also objected to because the Brief description of the Drawings 
should include a description of each drawing separately. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification sliall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-4, 12 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 
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6. Regarding claim 1 , the word "means" is used in an attempt to use a "means" 
clause to recite a claim element as a means for performing a specified function. 
However, since no function is specified by the word(s) preceding "means," it is 
impossible to determine the equivalents of the element, as required by 35 U.S.C. 112, 
sixth paragraph. See Ex parte Klumb, 159 USPQ 694 (Bd. App. 1967). The same holds 
true for claims 12 and 17, with "mechanical means". Further regarding claim 4, this 
claim is in 2 sentences. Claims should be one sentence. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

8. Claims 1-4, 12, 16 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Fiedler et al. (US 4,153,272.) Fiedler teaches a dynamic weight jacking 
suspension that is controlled by steering angle. An incremental clockwise rotation will 
increase weight on the right front tire and counterclockwise will increase weight on the 
left front tire (see col. 3, line 50-coL 4, line 16.) Regarding the rear wheels, when the 
opposite front wheel is pushed down, the rear wheel goes up, inherently. Regarding 
claim 2, the weight jacking is accomplished by changing the geometry of an anti-sway 
bar ((27,28, see Figure 2.) The change in geometry is controlled by a mechanical 
linkage (23, 32) that connects a steering member (24) to a rocker assembly (31) which 
is connected to the antisway bar (see Figure 3.) Regarding the term rocker assembly, it 
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is the examiner's position, that absent further structural limitations in the claims the lever 
31 is a rocker assembly, since it pivots or rocks about two points. 



9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Zadok ('676, '228, '313), Welch, Smyers, Kuwayama et al., 
Kozaki et al., Crowder, Carlstedt et al., Bruhl, Blaine, Hurley, and Fujita et al. teach 
steering responsive suspension systems of interest.
